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Sportsmanship report 
stresses importance 
of Association action 



Sportsmanship and ethical conduct 
in intercollegiate athletics have dete- 
riorated in recent years, and failure to 
deal with the situation could have sig- 
nificant consequences. 

That is the conclusion of the NCAA 
Presidents Commission Committee on 
Sportsmanship and Ethical Conduct 
in Intercollegiate Athletics, whose 
report was accepted at the Commis- 
sion's September 26-27 meeting. The 
committee mei f or the final time Octo- 
ber 17. 

The report defines sportsmanship, 
why it is essential to athletics partici- 
pation and competition, why the dete- 
rioration of sportsmanship is a prob- 
lem, and how ethical conduct goes 
beyond sportsmanship. The complete 
report appears on page 10. 

"Without sportsmanship, true ath- 
letics competition and its important, 
educational value for individuals is 
sorely compromised," says the report. 
"The essence of games is diluted, and 
winning at all costs becomes die dom- 
inant ethos, exaggerating both win- 
ning and losing. The achievement 
and performance of individuals is 
overemphasized at the expense of the 
achievement and performance of 
teams. 

"A lack of sportsmanship reflects 
poorly on all concerned: student-ath- 
letes, trustees, presidents, fac ulties, 
fans and institutional values." 

The report is based on an acknowl- 
edgment that sportsmanship is declin- 
ing. It emphasizes that the problem 
transcends all programs, regardless of

size, and also notes that everybody 
involved in intercollegiate athletics 
has an obligation to behave ethically. 

"While this statement emphasizes 
sportsmanship because it is directly 
related to college athletics " the report 
says, "that is not the only field where 
sportsmanship is needed to achieve 
integrity in intercollegiate athletics 
and in higher education. A broad 
spectrum of ac tivities affects the ath- 
letics program, including recruiting 
prospective student-athletes, compli- 
ance with academic standards and 
benefits provided to student-athletes. 

"Unethical conduc t is not limited to 
the most highly visible athletics pro- 
grams; it occurs at institutions in all 
divisions of the Association. Ethical 
conduct by anyone associated with 
intercollegiate athletics — student-ath- 
letes, coaches, officials, administration, 
faculties and observers — must be em- 
phasized as much as sportsmanship if 
intercollegiate athletics is to serve its 
proper role in higher education. 

"Unfortunately, our society has ten- 
ded to excuse unethical conduct in 
intercollegiate athletics by the ratio- 
nalization that sports minors a society 
in which unethical conduct occurs in 
all of its components — especially in 
business and government. This ratio-

NCAA's finest 

Lobo named Woman of the Year 



Rebecca Lobo, the most outstanding player at the 
1995 Women's Final Four, has been selected as the 
1995 NCAA Woman of the Year. 

Lobo received her award October 22 at a sold-out 
awards dinner in Kansas City, Missouri. The NCAA 
Woman of the Year Award recognizes outstanding 
achievements in athletics, academics and communi- 
ty leadership. 

"This one is different," said Lobo, who has received 
numerous honors since leading the University of 
Connecticut to an unbeaten record and the national 
championship. "It takes a lot more into consideration 
than what you do in your sport. It's a great honor." 

Lobo was selected from 392 nominees. A special 
selection committee of athletics administrators from 
NCAA institutions selected 52 state-level winners and 
then narrowed the group to 10 finalists. The NCAA 
Committee on Women's Athletics selected the winner. 

"1 think it's great that the people who govern you 
all throughout college also recognize you," J x>bo said. 
"This is the only award that takes into consideration 
the person that you are, what you do off the court. 
It's definitely significant." 

NCAA Executive Director Ccdric W. Dcmpscy said 
Lobo is an "outstanding example of what college ath- 
letics is all about. Her excellence on the court has 
become well-known, but that is only one aspect of her 
incredible ability. She is also an excellent student and 
an active leader and role model." 

Lobo graduated from Connecticut with a 3.f>37 
grade-point average in political science. She finished 
tier collegiate career with 2,133 points on her way to 
winning the Wade Trophy, awarded to the top colle- 
giate women's basketball player. She finished her 
career with 1,268 rebounds and 227 blocked shots, 
both Connecticut rec ords. 

Other awards and honors include the Ban/Nais- 
mith National Player of the Year award, membership 
on the USA Basketball national team and recognition 
as a cowinner of the 1995 GTE/CoSIDA Academic

Senate conducts hearing 
on Amateur Sports Act 



USOC Executive Director Richard 
D. Schultz expressed a desire at an 
October 1 8 Senate subcommittee 
hcanng to enhance grass-roots devel- 
opment of athletes by working more 
closely with the NCAA 

"We launched a new program in 
concert with the NCAA that will ad- 
dress the multitude of problems fac- 
ing our collegiate institutions relative 
to Olympic sports within their pro- 
grams and the dwindling opportuni- 
ties in some of those sports for young 
men and women," said Sc hultz, for- 
mer NCAA executive director. 

"We will team with the NCAA in the 
post-Atlanta environment to strength- 
en endangered collegiate programs 
in Olympic sports such as men's gym- 



nastics, swimming, track and field, and 
wrestling. The collegiate programs 
have been the primary source for our 
Olympic talent in many of these 
sports, and we must act swiftly to en- 
sure their longevity. We will team with 
the NCAA to bolster these progr ams, 
perhaps to start others, and to also 
provide opportunities for our Olym- 
pic athletes to utilize the superb train- 
ing facilities which exist on our col- 
lege campuses." 

Schultz was referring to a proposed 
cooperative effort between the USOC 
and the NCAA that would preserve 
endangered sports such as men's 
gymnastics and wrestling, which are

Subcommittee hears concerns 
about elite-athlete emphasis 

A Senate subcommittee heard testimony Oc- 
tober 18 that too much emphasis is being placed 
on the development of elite athletes and too lit 
tie on development of athletes at the grass-roots 
level. 

At the hearing of the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs, 
Foreign Commerce and Tourism, USOC Execu 
tive Director Richard D. Schultz expressed a 
desire to enhance grass-roots development of 
athletes by working more closely with die NCAA. 

Schultz was referring to a proposed coopera- 
tive effort between the USOC and die NCAA that 



would preserve endangered sports such as men's 
gymnastics and wrestling, which arc threatened 
by budget cuts; encourage emerging Olympic 
sports such as women's rowing and team hand- 
ball; and improve the visibility of existing sports 
such as track and swimming. 

The purpose of the hearing was to review the 
provisions of the Amateur Sports Act

Exception to be sponsored 
for JC redshirt proposal 

The NtL\A Council has voted to sponsor an 
exception to proposed legislation that would 
establish a mandatory redshirt year for some 
two-year college transfer student-athletes. 

The exception would allow immediate eligi- 
bility for a student-athlete who has achieved 40 
percent of the requirements for the specific 
degree program in which he or she is enrolling. 
If not amended, Proposal 2-62 would require 
junior college football or men's basketball stu- 
dent-athletes who were partial qualifiers or non- 
qualifiers coming out of high school to sit out 
one academic year upon transferring to a 
Division I institution.

Uncle Sam wants NCAA institutions to help 
him honor America and the men and women 
who served it during World War TI. 

During a week-long celebration of the 50th 
anniversary of the war's end, institutions are 
being encouraged to incorporate World War II 
veterans into their spoils events. 

"The NCAA is tightly woven into the fabric 
of American life/' U.S. Army Lt. Col. Thomas 
G. Surface wrote in a letter to NCAA Executive 
Director Cedric W. Dempsey. 'I fervently hope 
that the NCAA and its member schools will 
join us in honoring our World War TT veterans, 
their family members, those who served on the 
home front, so that together we may assure 
them, 'A Grateful Nation Remembers/ " 

The U.S. Senate is proclaiming the week of 
November 4-1 1 as the "Week of National Re- 
membrance and Closing of the F>0th Anniver- 
sary of World War II." To do their pan, institu- 
tions have been invited to use any or all ol the 
following suggestions: 

■ Ask for a moment of silence belore the 
playing of the national anthem in memory of 
those who died in the war serving their coun- 
try. 

■ Ask that all World War II veterans in the 
audience stand up to be recognized. 

■ Invite a former student-athlete who is a 
World War II veteran to be part of recognition 
ceremonies. Present the veteran with a me- 
mento to mark the occasion. 

■ Present a music al salute to veterans dur- 
ing half time or an intermission period. 

■ Ask a World War II veteran to participate 
in a football pregame coin toss 

■ Provide discounts on admission for World 
War II veterans attending athletics events dur- 
ing the commemoration week. 

■ Select fans from the World War II genera- 
tion to participate in half-time activities.

The CHAMPS/Life Skills Program is entering its 
third year of campus implementation. Currently. 103 
institutions are involved in the CHAMPS/Life Skills 
Program.

The move was made to reduce confusion within the 
program and to reflect the unified efforts of the 
Division LA Athletic Directors Assoc iation and NCAA 
in development and promotion of the CI I AM PS/Life Skills Program.

Soccer gains a 
mid-life convert

OK, I admit it. Up until the last four years, 
I had never watched an entire soccer match. 
My reasons may have been similar to those 
of many of you: Not enough scoring.„teams 
sometimes play for ties...you've probably 
heard them all. 

In my case, the most important reason was 
gr owing up as I did in a section of the 
Midwest in which football, basketball and 
baseball were not just "the people's choice," 
but virtually the only choice. I never really 
had any contact with soccer. Today, the more 
T see of the game, the more I like it, even 
though I'm still a neophyte compared to 
many others. 

Spurred by the 1994 World Cup champi- 
onships, soccer has enjoyed a surge of inter- 
est in the United States. The NCAA Division I 
Men's Soccer Championship sold out for the 
third consecutive year in 1994, and there are 
several college teams earning more than 
$100,000 annually in gate receipts. 

This is poetic justice of a sort since most 
historians trace the origin of soccer as we 
know it today to the Americas. Asiatic tribes 
brought a similar game to the South and 
North American continents from across the 
Bering Straits, but ancient Mayan and Aztec 
tribes in Central America, as well as 
American Indians, con tributed many of the 
features still found in the game we know 
today. 

The Central or Meso-American game was 
known as "pelota" ("the great ballgame"), 
and it was the forerunner of several sports. 
Among them was soccer, of course. But 
another version of pelota featured well- 
mounted stone rings (sort of like a basketball 
rim turned on its side), through which the 
player attempted to "shoot" the ball. Brasch's 
"How Sports Began" speculates that this is 
how Dr. Naismith may have gotten the idea 
for basketball. Another pelota variation 
involved the use of clubs similar to those 
employed in jai alai and cricket, thus repre- 
senting a forerunner of those sports, as well 
as baseball. 

Among modern sports, however, pelota 
seems to have made its greatest contribution 
to soccer. Pelota' s rules did not permit the 
use of hands; the object was to keep the ball 
in the air primarily through the use of hips

Technicality blocks opportunity 



Shame, shame on us. 

We have devised a system in which a stu- 
dent-athlete can go through high school, 
earn 12 B's and three C's in the core cur- 
riculum, score 930 on the SAT, have a 
cumulative grade-point average of 3.128 in 
the courses we require and still be declared 
ineligible. 

Just because the high school she attends 
does not print a yearly average on the tran- 
script, the credit the student earned in 
English cannot be accepted by the NCAA. 
The school system averaged the grades, 
granted a credit for the year and gave a 
diploma, but did not follow the practice

of most schools of recording a yearly aver- 
age on the transcript. Thus, the NCAA 
Council and the Initial-Eligibility Clearing- 
house declared the student-athlete a se- 
mester short in English. 

It is very difficult to explain to a student- 
athlete that because Mary's school records 
a yearly average, Mary's first semester 86 
and second-semester 68 is sufficient for 
admittance, but hers is not. Both students 
have the same credit on their transcripts, 
but one will be on scholarship at a Division 
I school and the other will not. 



This policy is wrong and something 
needs to be done about it. The system may 
look good on paper, but in actuality, it has 
a long way to go. We are making lifetime 
decisions that affect young people's future. 
We are supposed to be in the business of 
helping student-athletes make the most of 
their collegiate experience. If the system 
stays the way it is, however, we are only 
denying student-athletes the opportunity 
to compete because of factors beyond their 
control.

"We continue to recruit black student athletes; why don't we 
continue to recruit more black head coaches to assume leader- 
ship in these programs?....

(African-American Division I-A head football) coaches are not 
enough. We see black athletes and there's no proportionality. 

"When there were (no black head coaches in Division I-A), 
everybody was up in arms. Then we got one. Two, we were mov- 
ing. Three, four and people started to think we're in great shape. 
No, not at all. With the number of positions, the number of hir- 
ings and the number of black athletes, the number of head coach- 
es who are African-Americans is nothing. It is still unsettling. 

"We have to keep the flame lit and try to bring about more 
diversity." 

Special admissions

"The advocates of 'merit-based admission' seem perfectly con- 
tent with the special-admissions loophole for athletes, many of 
them youngsters from minority groups. Yet policies in California 
and possibly elsewhere will deny admission to large numbers of 
minority applicants who present considerably higher grades and 
test scores — and much greater potential for academic achieve 
ment — than do many athletes. 

"The current illogic and hypocrisy governing the admission of 
athletes are, in fact, an old and never-solved dilemma. Rather 
than try to unravel it, many proponents of college sports wrap it 
in an enduring and pernicious myth: Sports provide a great 
opportunity for black youngsters to get out of the ghetto and into 
mainstream society. But years of research by Harry Edwards, a 
professor of sociology at the University of California, Berkeley, 
have shown that only a tiny percentage of such youths win col- 
lege athletics scholarships. And the majority of those who do 
are treated as "black gladiators,' brought to campuses mainly to 
play sports, not to obtain a meaningful education. 

'The lure of an athletics scholarship is similar to the appeal 
of the lottery, with the chance of an individual's winning almost 
as remote. According to my calculations, based on NCAA statis- 
tics and USA Today's comprehensive reports on college recruit 
ing, in any given year about 90,000 black male high-school seniors 
play organized basketball at inner-city or poor rural schools. 



About. 1,100 of them are offered 'full-ride' athletics scholarships. 
Thus, about one percent of such seniors win the basketball lot- 
tery. (The odds are only slightly better for black female basket- 
ball players.) 

"Yet many African American youths continue to believe that 
their best hope for a college education is to win a spoils schol- 
arship. The phasing out of admissions preferences based on race 
or ethnicity should reinforce the myth, encouraging more black 
youngsters to squander their school years pursuing the dream of 
sports greatness. 

"Most colleges and universities with major athletics programs 
always have sought black athletes much more intensively and sys- 
tematically than they have recruited regular black students. The 
NCAA in its $1.75 million study of college sports in the late 1980s, 
acknowledged this reality, and the situation has not changed in 
the years since."

"People will tune out Major League Baseball because of a play- 
ers strike but will continue to swallow whole the monstrous pulp 
fiction of c ollege games. 

"The NCAA c an ban end-zone celebrations in the name of 
sportsmanship while coaches continue to pile points on beaten 
opponents like bags of cement on a mule's back. The NCAA 
can deny a needy minority youngster what should be available 
to him by constitutional right while coaches at the same school 
sock away enough gold to fill a wing at Fort Knox down the road.

A coach can cheat to his heart's content at one 
school and, if he is finally found out, move on and pick up a six- 
figure paycheck, plus TV show, summer camp and shoe deal, at 
another. 

"Fans of his new school will rejoice that the program is saved, 
and fans of his old school will turn out in waves while the team 
plays out its probation.

A cross country runner early on, Susan Armenta is now 
determined to stay the course with another kind of racing

usan Armenta lives by a simple motto: She finishes what she 
starts. 



Whatever the endeavor, regardless of size or importance, 
Armenta is driven to see things through to the end. Race walk- 
ing is a prime example. 

Five years ago, Armenta entered the compel itive world of ath- 
letics by joining her high-school cross country learn. Shortly into 
her initial season, Armenta developed stress-related shin splints 
that severely curtailed her running. 

As a means of therapy and to maintain her physical fitness, 
Armenta took up race walking on the advice of friends. 

"(Race walking) was something I did to stay aerobically fit 
because I couldn't run/' Armenia said. "A couple of friends who 
were race walkers taught me the technique so I could keep in 
shape. Once I started doing it, I stuck with it," 

Armenia's drive to finish what she started has propelled her 
to the upper echelon of that sport. 

Since beginning a competitive race-walking career in the 
spring of 1992, Armenta has won the 1992 U.S. Junior Champ- 
ionship title, collected three top- 10 U.S. championship finishes 
and a lop-10 U.S. Olympic Festival showing, and earned berths 
at the 1992 U.S. Olympic Trials and World Junior Champion- 
ships. Currently, she is the nation's eighth-ranked race walker. 

Top young walker 

"Susan is the top young race walker in t he country," said Jim 
Sackett, men's and women's cross country and track and field 
coach at California State Polytechnic University, Pomona. "Her 
biggest strength is her discipline. She's always doing exactly what 
she needs to do to get the job done. She's not someone who 
looks for shortcuts or the easy way out. Whether she's in a race 
or at practice, Susan is always doing the training that she should 
be doing." 

Conducted as a track and field event, race walking is both an 
endurance and technical test Defined as a progression of steps 



taken so that unbroken contact is maintained with the ground, 
an event typically covers 1 0,000 meters and is conducted on either 
a track f acility or road course. 

Race walking requires competitors to abide by two rules; 

■ During the period of each step, the advancing foot of the 
walker must make contact, with the ground before the rear foot 
leaves the ground. 

■ The supporting leg must be straightened (not bent at the 
knee) lor at least one moment when in the vertical upright posi- 
tion. 

"Race walking is the only track and field event that is both 
an endurance event and a technical event," said Mike De 
Witt, Armenta's race-walking coach and women's cross country 
coach at the University of Wisconsin, Parksidc. "To he success- 
ful (in race walking), a competitor has to have pretty good ath- 
letic talent across the board, good technique and endurance, 
and certainly the self-discipline to walk for 10,000 meters. Susan 
has those attributes." 

Self-coached 

That Armenta has attained rac e-walking success is a testament 
to one attribute: her desire to finish what she starts. 

Consider that Armenta has continued her ascent up the race- 
walking ladder despite the fact that the NCAA does not spon- 
sor race walking as a varsity sport. Also consider that for the 
last three years, Armenta has attained race-walking success with- 
out first-hand coaching instruction, Armenta began her com 
petitive race walking at WisconsinTarkside, a dual NCAA/NA1A 
member that sponsors race walking as a varsity sport. 

"(Susan) is one of the few kids who, in over 20 years of coach 
ing, understands exactly what they need to do from the moment 
you sec them," said De Witt, who provides Armenta with coach- 
ing instruction via telephone. "From the first time I saw (Susan), 
all 1 had to do was tell her what I wanted and she did it. 

"(Today) I can give her a few reminders about the Little things 
she needs to work on, but she knows exactly what to do and 
she does it." 

"Susan has accomplished what she has because she wants to,"

said Sackett. "She doesn't need anyone to push her to do some- 
thing. She's the type of person who, once she focuses on some- 
thing; she stays with it." 

hi the three years that Annenta has trained on her own, she 
has garnered seventh- and eight-place finishes at the 1993 and 
1995 U.S. Championships, respectively; a sixth-place finish at the 
1993 U.S. Olympic Festival; and a 17th-place finish at the 1995 
World University Games. She also posted a personal-best time 
of 48:19 earlier this spring. 

"Susan lias accomplished some big gains," De Witt said. "She 
is the type of individual who continues to build on what she has. 
She's not someone who gets ahead of herself She is always focus- 
ing on doing well in the present. To her, the most important 
thing is to do a good job at the moment so t hat she can have a 
chance to keep progressing." 

Increasing regimen 

Armenta is taking steps to ensure that progress. 
Already walking from 60 to 70 miles per week, Annenta plans 
on increasing her race-walking regimen.

Wyoming creates tool to measure women's interests 



Researchers at the University of Wyoming 

have developed what they believe is an effec- 
tive survey instrument to measure women's in- 
terests in intercollegiate athletics, with regard to 
Title IX compliance. 

In the journal Educational and Psychological 
Measurement, the researchers outlined the sur- 
vey tool created in response to a 1992 Office for 
Civil Rights (OCR) inquiry. 

The researchers — Martin Greller, associate 
professor of management; Robert S. Cochran, 
professor of statistics and faculty athletics rejv 
resentative; and Patricia Taylor, professor of 
sociology and former director of women's stud- 
ies — concluded that the most useful data gath- 
ered by the survey involved participation inter 
est by female students. The five sports in which 
respondents were most interested were basket- 
ball, soccer, softball, skiing and volleyball. 

"We offer competitive club skiing and have a 
rich history in women's basketball and volley- 
ball," Greller said. 'The university has added 
soccer this fall as an NCL\A Division I sport. LIW 
plans to add tennis in 1996-97 and is consider- 
ing adding softball in the 1997-98 academic 
year. 

"Through this survey, we developed a good 
indication of our students' interests at the time. 
The UTistccs had this information when they 
gave approval to the new soccer program." 

The survey will be repeated to continuously 
monitor the ( hanging interests of students.

State University College at Oswego has 

reached a settlement with two employees who 
filed suit against the institution in 1992 for civil 
rights violations. 

JoAnn Meadows, associate professor of 
health and physical education at Oswego 
State, and Patricia Smouse, former women's 
basketball coach there, spurred a civil rights 
investigation of the institution after the col- 
lege reorganized its health and physical edu- 



cation and athletics programs in 1991. As part 
of the settlement, Meadows and Smouse 
agreed not to pursue further any claims 
regarding dieir employment by the institution. 

U.S. District Court Judge Frederick J. Scullin 
Jr. dismissed 53 claims against Oswego State 
and six of its ollicers before the matter was sent 
to a jury last December. In nine of the 10 re- 
maining claims, the jury found no liability on 



the pan of the college or its ollicers. 

The jury deadlocked on the remaining 
charge — that the institution and its officers 
retaliated against Smouse by not renewing her 
contract for the 1993-94 season. The settlement 
will head off another trial focusing on that 
issue. 

"Our first concern has been to protect our stu- 
dents and staff," said Oswego State President 
Stephen L. Weber, who is on leave while serving 
as interim provost of the State University of New 
York system. "We are pleased to have accomp- 
lished that objective. This settlement avoids the 
expense and disniption of a new trial." 

"Given the fact that the same set of circum- 
stances forms the basis for complaints brought 
by the plaintilis in several forums, we have, in 
effect, been and would continue to be forced to 
direct our time and energies over and over 
again to different litigations on virtually the 
same claims," Oswego State interim President 
Deborah Stanley said. 

'The settlement affirms our responsibility to 
hold the interests of our students and the qual- 
ity of our academic programs paramount as we 
manage limited college resources."

Youngstown State University announced 



October 5 a five year gender-equity plan that 
will go into effect during the 199fv97 academic 
year. Central to the plan will be the addition of 
three women's teams — golf, soccer and swim- 
ming. It will increase to 10 the number of wo- 
men's teams sponsored by the university. 

"Institutional commitment to achieving gen- 
der equity is vital to the future of our women's 
programs and to the continued development of 
our men's programs," said Pauline Saternow, 
associate athletics director and senior woman 
administrator at Youngstown State. "This is an 
exciting time for sports at YSU." 

Four principal goals have been established 
for the five-year plan: 

■ Developing a program of consistent staf- 
fing for comparable sports in which men and 
women participate. 

■ Establishing budgets that fund men's and 
women's programs in a comparable fashion in 
terms of staff salaries, travel recruitment and 
operations expenses. 

■ Providing an equal number of scholar- 
ships for men and women participating in com- 
parable sports programs. 

■ Developing a five-year facilities plan to 
ensure that the same standards for physical 
facilities are applied consistently for compara- 
ble men's and women's spoils programs. 

"Our gender-equity plan is a clear demon- 
stration of intent to eventually meet Federal 
mandate in relation to equal opportunities tor 
men and women in intercollegiate athletics on 
our campus,'* said James P. Tressel, athletics 
director at Youngstown State. "A great deal still 
will need to he done, but this is an excellent 
start." 



The National Wrestling Coaches Association

■ Insists that participation opportunities are 
not opport unities. "If a person does not wish to 
avail themselves of the opportunity it still re 
mains an opportunity," the association says. 

■ Intentionally "waffles" on the interests and 
abilities test (prong three). 

■ Structures prongs two and three as dc facto 
proportionality tests (prong one). 

■ Reduces "a good law.. .into something twis- 
ted and destructive." 

Stephen F. Erber, director of athletics devel- 
opment at State University of New York at Bing- 

hamton and secretary of the National Wrestling 
( loaches Association, said in the letter to Norma 
V. Cantu, assistant secretary lor civil rights: 

"...(Y)ou remarked.. .that you were 'sensing 
that there is a problem here.' Amazing! That is 
like sitting in an airplane, looking out the win- 
dow and seeing both engines and both wings 
fall off, and remarking to the passenger next to 
you, 'I sense the plane may crash.' Well, this 
plane is about to crash for a lot of young peo- 
ple, and the sad thing is it doesn't have to crash 
if your offic e would just make some basic 
adjustments in the way Title IX is inteipreted 
and, ultimately, enforced."

Overview: Defending champion Franklin Pierce, savoring its 
first title, appears poised for a repeat victory. With most of its 1994 
scoring punch returning, the Ravens have amassed a 13-0 record 
and held the top spot in the Intercollegiate Soccer Association of 
America rankings all season. The offensively minded Ravens even 
moved two-time Division II scoring leader Nathalie Gecris to 
sweeper without suffering a drop-off in scoring Ceeris, the 1994 
Division II player of the year, has managed 1 1 goals and 10 assists 
despite the position change. Pamilla Larsson leads the squad with 
19 goals and 10 assists. Four other players have scored at least seven 
goals. The defending champions put together three big wins early, 
downing contenders Sonoma State, Regis (Colorado) and Bar- 
ry.... Barry, which missed the field last year for the first time in cham- 
pionship history, has rebounded behind senior defender Jennifer 
Strong and career shutout leaderjanna Schimmcls in the goal.

and thighs. Goals or markers were 
positioned in a similar manner as in 
today's soccer. 

For long periods of time in those 
early Meso-American cultures, "the 
great baiigamc" served as a substitute 
for war in competitions between 
neighboring cities. Teams had uni~ 
forms, locker rooms and a captain. 
Backers of the losing team frequent- 
ly had to forfeit all their possessions. 
Sometimes the losing team members 
themselves fared even worse. In addi- 
tion to losing the game, they would 
wind up the victims of a ritualistic 
decapitation at the top of a pyramid. 
The severed head would be rolled 
down the edifice. Thus the phrase 
"heads will roll." The game even has 
astrological significance. Once every 
50 years, the winning team's captain 
was beheaded, and the severed head 
became the sun god. 

Before pelota ever left the Ameri- 
cas, the game was being played with 
a rubber ball on a rectangular field 
with goals at either end. The rubber 
came from trees in the Yucatan Pe- 



ri isula. There are prc-Colombian 
records of more than 26,000 rubber 
balls being exported annually to dif- 
ferent parts of Central Amer ica. 

Today, you still can find pelota sta- 
dia of lavish proportions in Central 
America, but one of the most inter- 
esting is right here in the United 
States at Pueblo Grande Museum in 
Phoenix. It may be the oldest "soccer" 
field in the U.S. 

Though refreshingly simple, the 
game obviously was a central point of 
community life in earlier times. It was 
the early Spanish who took the game 
home with them to Europe, where it 
now generates as much passion as it 
did in the lands of its origin. 

Soccer is an emerging sport in the 
U. S. Particularly from a youth stand- 
point, the game has a lot of things 
going for it. It is not expensive to play. 
It strongly encourages patience and 
teamwork. It is a great conditioner. At 
the intercollegiate level, student ath- 
letes who participate in soccer tend to 
have high grade-point averages and 
exceptionally high graduation rates. 

Some years ago, I had to take a 
business trip to the desperately impov- 



erished Caribbean nation of Haiti. My 
first night there, I slept only fitfully 
since violence was common. At about 
5:30 a.m., of all times, I was aroused 
by the sound of a ball bouncing out- 
side my hotel. I got up and went out- 
side. 

There I saw the cause of (he noise. 
On a nearby concrete playground, 
some 20 young Haitians were playing 
soccer with a cheerful enthusiasm 
diat, for a brief time, seemed to cause 
them to forget the deplorable condi- 
tions in which they had to live. 

That experience, probably more 
than a dozen World Cup matches, 
began to bring home to me the fact 
that soccer is a game shared by virtu- 
ally all countries, all races and all eco- 
nomic levels via a "language 1 * that is 
spoken by millions of people. It is, 
quite literally, a world game, one wor- 
thy of our respect

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■ Report of Presidents Commission Committee 
on Sportsmanship and Ethical Conduct in Intercollegiate Athletics 



Introduction 

'It s not whether you win or lose — it s how you play the game" 
is a truism which is well-worn, but for good reason: how one 
plays the game — be it on t he field of athletics or in the game 
of life — is a more accurate reflection of a participant's c harac- 
ter and values than is the final score. 

With that in mind, the NCAA Presidents Commission 
Committee on Sportsmanship and Kthiral Conduct in Inter- 
collegiate Athletics was c harged with studying the evident decline 
in sportsmanship in intercollegiate athletics in an effort to stem 
that deterioration, to reaffirm the role of sportsmanship, and to 
revitalize the commitment to fair, ethical behavior in intercol- 
legiate athletics — and in life. 

What is sportsmanship? 

Sportsmanship is demonstrated by the respect, fairness, civil- 
ity, honesty and responsibility demonstrated by you to your oppo- 
nent. It is the f oundation of athletics competition. 

Further, it emanates from a respect for authority and ethical 
conduct; it progresses into reasonable rules that are made and 
enforced in the interest of fairness and competitive excellence. 
This respect encompasses self-respect and respect for others, 
including coaches, officials, teammates, opponents and fans. 
Ult imately, the respect extends to the game itself and to the spir- 
it of fairness that should permeate all athletics contests. 

Why is sportsmanship essential 

to athletics participation and competition? 

Sportsmanship creates the moral framework, ethical content 
and the balanced perspective for winning and losing. With this 
framework, individual and team efforts take on greater value and 
meaning than does winning or losing. 

Sportsmanship is also important because of the standards it 
establishes for the conduct of participants, fans and the game 
itself. Because it develops the characters of the participants, it 
contributes to the strength and civility of sports and, ultimately, 
society. 

As sportsmanship brings a reasonable order to competition, 
it creates an environment that allows participants the opportu- 
nity to play to t he best of their abilities and permits fans to focus 
on and to enjoy the game. Additionally, it establishes standards 
and rules for competition that allow participants and fans to com- 
pare individual and team efforts over rime and from one con- 
test to another. 

Sportsmanship enhances what individuals can learn about 
themselves and others, about true competition and about the 
relative signific ance — and insignificance — of winning and 
losing. 

Further, sportsmanship heightens the opportunities to learn 
important, fundamental values that foster healthy attitudes and 
good c onduct, both in athletics competition and in life. 

Sportsmanship develops many fundamental values in an indi- 
vidual's character, including self-respect, responsibility, respect 



and concern for others, respect for authority and for rules, and 
the mature acceptance of outcome. 

If a person develops and applies such values, his or her con- 
duct in athletics competitions — and in life — will be positive- 
ly influenced. 

Why is the deterioration of sportsmanship a problem? 

The Presidents Commission created the Committee on 
Sportsmanship and Ethical Conduct in Intercollegiate Athletics 
because its members perceive a deterioration of sportsmanship 
in intercollegiate athletics. This deterioration is compromising 
the quality of intercollegiate competition and, more important- 
ly, violates the basic mission and purpose of higher education 
in which intercollegiate athletics exists. 

Because of this growing concern, the Presidents Commission, 
with the endorsement of the NCAA membership, directed the 
committee to examine and discuss this matter and to make r e- 
commendations to reverse this decline and to reaffirm the impor- 
tance of sportsmanship. 

Athletics programs exist as a part of the educational activity 
of the institutions. A student's experience of c ompeting in ath- 
letics programs — played according to NCAA principles, rules 
and the spirit and requirements of sportsmanship — provides 
an excellent opportunity to enjoy the innate competitiveness of 
sports and learn positive values that can enrich the individual's 
worth. 

Without sportsmanship, true athletics competition and its im- 
portant educational value for individuals is sorely compromised. 
The essence of games is diluted, and winning at all costs becomes 
the dominant ethos, exaggerating both winning and losing. The 
achievement and performance of individuals is overemphasized 
at the expense of the achievement and perf ormance of teams. 

A lack of sportsmanship reflects poorly on all concerned: stu- 
dent-athletes, trustees, presidents, faculties, fans and institutional 
values. 

It can influence the tone of fans' behavior and encourage 
immature, irresponsible play on the field and on the courts, as 
well as similar conduct in the stands. This unfortunate phe 
nomenon and behavior is expanded and perpetuated through 
television coverage of at hletics contests. 

Civen the importance and pervasive visibility of sports in our 
country, a lack of sportsmanship l ias a negative, destructive effect 
on the quality of competition and on the character development 
of athletes and on the quality of our civility and soc iety. Sports 
is an immensely powerful soc ietal metaphor. Without the str ong, 
unequivocal and uncompromising reaffirmation of sportsman- 
ship, an enormous positive individual and social teaching oppor- 
tunity is forfeited. 

Does ethical conduct go beyond sportsmanship? 

While this statement emphasizes sportsmanship because it is 
directly related to college athletics, that is not the only field where 
sportsmanship is needed to achieve integr ity in intercollegiate 



at hletics and in higher education. A broad spectrum of activities 
affects the athletics program, including recruiting prospective 
student-athletes, compliance with academic standards and ben- 
efits provided to student-athletes. 

Unethical conduct is not limited to the most highly visible ath- 
letics programs; it occurs at institutions in all divisions of the 
Association. 

Ethical conduct by anyone associated with intercollegiate ath- 
letics — student-athletes, coaches, officials, administration, fac 
ulties and observers — must be emphasizxd as much as sports- 
manship if interc ollegiate athletics is to serve its proper role in 
higher education. Unfortunately, our society has tended to ex 
case unethical conduct in intercollegiate athletics by the ratio- 
nalization that sports mirrors a society in which unethical con- 
duct occurs in all of its components — especially in business and 
government. This rationalization abandons the cherished tra- 
dition — dating back to the ancient Olympics — that sports arc 
to be played by the rules. 

This brings into focus the questions: ''How is ethical conduct 
defined?" and, "What is the r elationship between ethics and law 
(rules and regulations)?" 

Law reflects what is prohibited. Ethics reflects a higher stan- 
dard than law; it comprises, among other values, the funda- 
mental values that define sportsmanship — respect, fairness, 
civility, honesty and responsibility. Ethical conduct involves com- 
pliance with rules, but also adherence to the spirit of the rules. 
Ethics can best be defined as "obedience to the unenforceable." 

In intercollegiate athletics, we have an opportunity to provide 
a model for our society. This is a major challenge and a tremen- 
dously exciting opport unity as higher education prepares for the 
21 st century. To take advantage of the opportunity, a strong com- 
mitment to changing the culture of intercollegiate athletics must 
he made now. 

To the continuing deterioration of sportsmanship and ethi- 
cal conduct — an erosion that violates the very essence of ath- 
letics participation and competition — the Presidents Com- 
mission, the NCAA membership and the Committee on Sports- 
manship and Ethical Conduct in Intercollegiate Athletics say, 
"Enough!" This situation rio longer will be tolerated. Sportsman- 
ship and fundamental values and the basic respectful, fair and 
civil conduct they demand must be reaffirmed throughout the 
NCAA. 

This position is based on the firm belief of the Presidents 
Commission and the Committee on Sportsmanship and Ethic al 
Conduct in Intercollegiate Athletics that the dual deterioration 
of sportsmanship and ethical conduct is in direct contradiction 
to the seminal educational mission of the NCAA. This deterio- 
ration diminishes the educational values of athletics competi- 
tion within the context of American higher education — val 
ues which the NCAA is deeply committed to upholding, nur- 
turing and spreading.

nalization abandons the cherished 
tradition — dating back to the ancient 
Olympics — that sports are to be 
played by the rules." 

Sportsmanship and ethical conduct 
in intercollegiate athletics is the 1996 
NCAA Convention topic in the strate- 
gic plan of the Presidents Commis- 
sion. In addition to the report, the 
committee will present to the Conven- 
tion its plans for sharing responsibil- 
ity on sportsmanship with other asso- 
ciations and professional leagues and 
will describe a series of planned ini 
tiatives. 

Among those initiatives is a venture 
called "Citizenship through Sport." 
The program would be a cooperative 



venture among the NCAA, the Nation- 
al Federation of State High School 
Assoc iations, the National Association 
of Intercollegiate Athletics, the Nation- 
al Junior College Athletic Association 
and the major professional leagues to 
promote sportsmanship and ethical 
conduct in events sponsored by those 
associations and throughout society in 
general. 

The committee, chaired by William 
E. Shelton, president of Eastern 
Michigan University, also supports a 
series of professional development 
seminars sponsored by coaches asso- 
ciations. The American Football Coa- 
ches Association is expected to con- 
duct a professional development sem- 
inar at itsjanuary convention that will 
include sportsmanship and ethical 
conduct as a component.

threatened by budget cuts; encourage 
emerging Olympic sports such as wo 
men's rowing and team handball; and 
improve the visibility of existing sports 
such as track and swimming. 

Several witnesses testifying before 
the Senate Commerce Committee Sub- 
committee on Consumer Affairs, For- 
eign Commerce and Tourism said too 
much emphasis is being placed on elite 
athletes and too little on developmen- 
tal sports programs. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
review the provisions of the Amateur 
Sports Act 

"Our system is upside down," said 
Tom McMillen, cochair of the Presi- 
dent's Council on Physical Fitness and 
Sports. "Instead of supporting a broad 
base of grass-roots opportunities and 
nurturing those who excel, we spend 
millions on superstars and leave noth- 
ing for our kids." 

USOC President LeRoy Walker said 
his organization has not ignored its 
responsibilities at the lower levels. "We 
are making strong efforts in these 
areas," he said. "The fact remains, how- 
ever, that we cannot be all things to all 
people with limits on our financial

resources." 

The hearing also included a seg- 
ment on Tide IX. Although the Ama 
teur Sports Act does not refer to Tide 
IX, the matter was discussed in terms 
of developmental opportunities for 
women athletes. 

Norma V. Cantu, assistant secretary 



for the Office for Civil Rights of the 
U. S. Department of Education, addres- 
sed Title IX history and said, "While I 
applaud the progress that has been 
made, the task of providing equal ath 
lctic opportunity remains unfinished. 
OCR continues to find serious viola- 
tions in many of its cases, as do the 
courts, which was ruling with increas- 
ing frequency that women arc not 
receiving equal athletic opportunity. 
OCR will continue to respond to com 
plaints, and it also will c ontinue to work 
actively with many schools and associ- 
ations to address problems and issues 
before they become the subjects of 
complaints/' 

Donna A Ixipiano, executive direc- 
tor of the Women's Sports Foundation, 
and Margaret J. Bradley-Doppes, asso- 
ciate director of athletics and senior 
woman administrator at the University 
of Michigan (representing the Nation- 
al Association of Collegiate Women 
Athletic Administrators), testified that 
Title IX is not being enforced aggres- 
sively enough. 

However, Rep. J. Dennis Hasten, R- 
Illinois, said that some colleges are 
eliminating some men's sports in or- 
der to comply with Tide IX.

■ Set February 15-18, 1996, as dates for the NYSP 
national workshop in Washington, D.C. The focal 
point of the meeting will be the development of a 
United States Olympic Committee-NYSP partnership 
and continued collaboration with national governing 
bodies of various sports. As the Olympics draw near 
er, a special emphasis on that relationship will be pro- 
moted. 

■ Reviewed NYSP's math-sciences pilot program 
and found that its hands-on/interactive approach is 
effective in reaching participants. The committee 
plans to expand this approach into other education 
al components of NYSP. Contingent on funding lev- 
els, the committee also plans to increase the num- 
ber of institutions at which it offers math-sciences. 

■ Agreed to enlarge its on-site evaluation teams 
from 13 to 15 members. The committee also is plan- 



ning to conduct qualitative research on the effec- 
tiveness of the program and use the information gath- 
ered to design a three- to five-year strategic-planning 
document. 

■ Agreed to publish an executive report featuring 
financial and other pertinent information about 
NYSP. This publication would be used to help pro- 
mote NYSP in the communities of sponsoring insti- 
tutions and in Congress. 

■ Conducted a comprehensive review of t he com- 
puter program used for NYSP evaluation. An upgrade 
in the program will be completed by January. 

■ Praised an across-the-board improvement in 
compliance with NYSP regulations by participating 
institutions and selected 30 institutions (to be an- 
nounced at a later date) to be honored for outstand- 
ing performance in this regard. Also, two schools that 
completed their first year in the program will receive 
special honors.

Faurot 



Don Faurot, former Missouri head football 
coach and director of athlcdcs, died of congestive 
heart failure October 19, arte day after he was 
admitted to a Columbia, Missouri, hospital He 
was 93. 

Faurofs association with Missouri began when 
he was young, He would sneak into Rollins Field 
— which was renamed Faurot Field in 1972 — 
to watch the Tigers play and practice. He later 
attended Missouri and lettered in football, bas- 
ketball and baseball from 1922 to 1924. 

As a football coach {1935 through 1956), he 
invented the Split-T, or Faurot, formation, which 
has been adopted at all levels of football. In his 19 years as Tiger head 
coach, Faurot compiled a Record of 101-79-10. Faurot also coached 
for mne years at Kirksviilc State Teachers College, which is now 
Northeast Missouri State. He compiled a career record of 169-92-15, 

Faurot retired in 1967 as athletics director at Missouri, but contin- 
ued to serve the program even in retirement He maintained an office 
in the football team's Tom Taylor Building, where he spent several 
hours nearly every day and also regularly attended football practice. 

Faurot is a member of the National Football Foundation Hall of 
Fame and Missouri Sports Hall of Fame, past president of the 
American Football Coaches Association, and a recipient of the Amos 
Alonzo Stagg Award.

Required day off — playing season 

N(L\A Divisions I and II institutions should note that in accor- 
dance with Bylaw 17.1.5.4, during the playing season, all count- 
able athletically related activities (per Bylaw 17.02.1.1) shall be 
prohibited during one calendar day per week, except, in 
Divisions I and II, during participation in one conference and 
postseason championship and any postseason certified bowl 
games or National Invitation Tournaments, and during partici 
pation in NCiAA championships. [Note: The NCAA Council, 
during its October 9-10, 1995, meeting, used its authority pur- 
suant to N(L\A Constitution 5,8.1.1.1 to amend the provisions of 
17.1.5.4 to make the exceptions to the one-dayoff-per-week re- 
quirement consistent in Divisions I and II.] Further, during its 
February 16, 1995, telephone conference, the NCAA Interpre- 
tations Committee reviewed the provisions of 17.1.5.4 and deter- 
mined the following: 

a. The one-day-off-pcr-week requirement is applicable to a 
non-NCAA postseason championship (e.g., national governing 
body championship) unless the event is open only to collegiate 
teams or collegiate competitors. 

b. An institution that participates in multiple conference 
championships is not subject, to the one-day-off-per-weck re- 
quirement in the one conference championship that it exempts 



from its maximum contest limitations. 

NCAA Bylaws 13.1.9.3 and 13.1.9.7.1 
Evaluation at separate event conducted 
on the same day as tournament 

NCAA Divisions I and II institutions should note that in accor- 
dance with Bylaw 13.1.9.8, any number of evaluations or obser- 
vations made during the same calendar day (delined as 12;0J 
a.m. to midnight) shall count as one evaluation. In all Divisions 
I and II spoils, the evaluation of each contest in a tournament 
held during an academic year shall count as a separate evalua- 
tion except as follows: 

a. Evaluation of multiple contests in a tournament that occurs 
on consecutive days (and normally at the same site) shall count 
as a single evaluation. 

b. Evaluation of multiple contests in a single tier of a tourna- 
ment (e.g., sectional, district, regional) shall count as a single eva- 
luation. 

During its April 20, 1995, telephone- conference, the Inter- 
pretations Committee determined that in a situation in which an 
institution evaluates a prospect at an event conducted on the 
same day as a multiday tournament, the institution is charged 
only with a single evaluation of a prospect who participates in 
both the tournament and the event 

NCAA Bylaws 13.1.9.5, 13.1.9.6 and 1 3. 1 .9.7 

Evaluations/observations — multiple contests 

NCAA Divisions I and II institutions should note that in accor- 



dance with Bylaw 18.1.9.7, observing a contest or practice during 
the academic year shall count as one of the permissible number 
of evaluations (set forth in Bylaw 1 3. 1 .9) for each prospect in the 
contest or practice, even if a permissible contact is made during 
the same day. [Note: In Divisions I-A and I-AA football, such 
observation that occurs during a permissible contact period shall 
count only as a contact pursuant to Bylaws 13.02.8.1 and 
13.02.5.1.1.] During its May 8, 1995, telephone conference, the 
Interpretations Committee detemrined that an institution's 
coaching staff member who is attending an event in which mul- 
tiple competitions arc occurring at the same time in the same 
facility is charged with an evaluation for each prospect partici- 
pating in the event the coach observes for evaluation purposes 
(i.e., die coach is assessing the prospect's athletics ability). For 
example, if three volleyball competitions arc occurring simulta- 
neously in the same facility and a coach is observing the com- 
petition occurring only on one court, the coach is charged only 
with an evaluation of all prospects participating on that court, 
even though prospects participating on other courts in the same 
facility are within the coach's view.

Sports agent settles lawsuit with Southern California 



A sports agent sued by the University of South- 
ern California over alleged dealings with Trojan 
football players has agreed to settle the suit for 
$50,000. 

Robert Troy Caron, head of Pro Manage in 
Oxnard, California, did not admit to wrongdo- 
ing but agreed to abide by a permanent injunc- 
tion forbidding him to induce Southern Califor- 
nia athletes to violate NCAA rules, according to 
The Associated Press. 

School officials said they believed the suit 
against the sports agent was the first of its kind 



in the nation. 

Caron will pay the university $50,000 over the 
next 90 days, his attorney, Russ Sauer, said 
October 13, 

The money will be used to help fund the uni- 
versity's Neighborhood Academic Initiative, 
which provides academic support to promising 
students at high schools near university campus. 

The university charged in the lawsuit, filed 
October 6 in Los Angeles Superior Court, that 
Caron gave airline tickets, rent, phone cards and 
other enticements in efforts to gain future rep- 



resentation for three Southern California play- 
ers. 

The school alleged that Caron funneled pay- 
ments to the athletes, a violation of NCAA rules, 
by using "recruiters" who posed as friends of the 
athletes without disclosing their relationship with 
Pro Manage. 

The university sought unspecified general 
and punitive damages against Caron for his 
actions. 

A temporary restraining ; order issued by Judge 
Robert O'Brien October h did not prohibit Ca- 



ron from contacting or speaking with Trojan ath- 
letes, nor from representing them once they 
complete their college eligibility. 

Under NCAA rules, a college athlete can lose 
eligibility if found to have accepted cash or oth- 
er favors from a sports agent. 

"The university has a contractual relationship 
with student-athletes which requires them to 
abide by NCAA regulations," university coun- 
sel Robert l ane said after the suit was filed. 
"California state law forbids interference with 
such contractual relationships."
